This 
great  disparity  evinces  the  superior  skill  of  the  Texans 
in  tlie  use  of  fire  arms,  and  the  surrender  of  the  inva 
ding  army  after  so  slight  a  loss  would  lead  ns  to  suppose 
'hat  they  only  surrendered  after  having  exhausted  their 
amniiinitioii.  The  success  of  the  Mexicans,  aficr  suf¬ 
fering  so  severely,  'peaks  favorably  of  their  eouvage  ami 
perseverance,

Mr.  Daniels  is  the  great  r  hampion  of  Methodism 
in  this  section,  and  evidently  has  gieat  eonfidenee 
in  hi*  controversial  prowess.  He  has  lieen  heard  to 
•ay  repeatedly,  in  public  and  in  private,  that  he 
could  pul  down  any  Universalist  preacher  in  ten  {| 
minuted;  and  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of 
the  ili'Cnssion  he  was  heard  to  say  that  if  there 
was  not  more  tlinii  twelve  Universalist  preachers 
present,  he  could  “whip  out  the  whole  of  them.” 
Mr.  Daniels  is  utidouhiedly  as  tom|tclenl  and  as 
well  qualified  to  defend  the  (Inciriiie  of  endless  hell 
torments,  as  any  one  in  this  region.  We  do  not 
attribute  his  failure  lo  any  lack  of  talent  on  his 
part,  but  to  the  untenahle  nature  of  the  doctrine 
which  he  advoctiles.  It  is  due  to  Mr.  Dtiniels,  to 
Hate,  that  his  treatment  of  his  op|K)neiit,  and  con¬ 
duct  throughout  the  dehalP.  was  generally  gciitle- 
maiily,  candid  and  ftiir.  He  found  no  fault  wliat- 
ever  with  the  treatment  he  received  from  Br. 
Guild,  but,  on  ilie  contrary  complimented  him  very 
highly  for  his  candor,  luirness  and  geiuleiiianly 
deportment.

substance  of  the  Gospel  mid  Epistles  is  diirereni 
from  any  book  of  the  Old  Tcstiimcnt,  and  appear 
to  contain  the  ipiintesscnee  of  Clirisiiaii  philosophy, 
dressed  in  the  A|)osile's  own  comely  language.

Tliere  is,  perliaps,  no  .assertiun  more  frequently  re¬ 
peated,  no  sentiment  more  obstinately  clung  to,  ihnii 
that  “  llien:  i,-*  no  rbaiigo  after  di’a'b.”  Wlieii  or 
where  tliis  sfiitimcnts  originated,  it  is  hard  to  leil. — 
Bnt,  fatherii's^  ihongb  il  may  b.-,  tlie  niiictecMilb  ceiiliiry 
blii.sliRS  not  to  fondle  the  i.Iegiiima'e,  and  Clirisliaiis 
have  roekml  it  in  the  cradle  of  seet.irisni, until  limy  have 
beconii:  drowsy  will,  the  songs  which  they  have  sung 
over  it.  It  I'as  fairly  become  the  pet  of  Arminian  do¬ 
tage;  and  old,  blind,  staggering  Allianadns,  is  groping 
alionl  in  ilmdark,  vainly  trying  t.i  find  it  In  some  itn- 
swept,  nnw'hitewasbed  corner  of  CaUinism. 

We  look  upon  the  sentiment  that  iliere  is  no  change 
after  death,  as  a  popular  admission  ;  though  it  is  much

I  Well,  hand  in  hand  with  this  no-ebange  doctrine,  ie  tlM 
j  doctrine  that  all  nt.;ii  die  a  natural  death  on  account 
of  sin.

Of  these  twu 
I  doctrines,  the  latter  is  strictly  true ;  the  former  is  nt- 
iriio,  though  it  is  good  ag.iin-^t  the  advoc.ite  ihercnf.^ 
Here  then,  the  believer  in  no  change  after  death,  knows 
ntid  admits  that  he  is  mor.dly  so  const itiied  and  bearing 
sncli  moral  nccoiinlabilities,  and  subject  to  stich  moraJ 
laws,  and  guilty  or.st]cli  iminor.il  acts,  that  all  the  boastad 
merits  of  vacarious  atonement  do  not,  up  to  the  very 
hour  of  Ills  departure,  prevent  him  from  suffering  pr«- 
sent  moral  death.  If,  therefore,  there  ho  no  iiior^ 
j  change  after  deals,  then  the  vicarious  atonement,  though 
adopted  Imre,  will  not  save  him  from  endless  moral 
death. 

Nor  is  this  all.  Le.st  he  should  borrow  some  comfon 
ill  the  consideration  of  the  universality  of  this  sad  con¬ 
sequence,  we  will  endeavonr  to  fring  it  nearer  Iioim 
to  himself.  Tlic  advocate  of  endless  wo  is  confesaedly 
miserable,  unless  be  can  cheat  that  portion  of  hi.s  craad 
nut  of  its  natural  influence,  by  putting  the  evil  day  a» 
far  off  as  possible.  The  thoughts  of  no  change  after 
death,  makes  him  oflen  agonize  and  weep  in  view  ef 
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the  apprehended  conseqiiencee.  Will  not  the  fiill  ac-| 
nonipliahment  of  that  doctrine  make  him  as  miserable  | 
hereafter,  as  does  the  anticipation  of  it  here  T  I  am  i 
aware  that  a  doughty  antagonist  oiTriend  Abel  C.,  would  ^ 
say  that  after  death  he  will  have  none  of  his  present  j 
sympathies  for  the  snlfuring  and  the  exposed.  Out  tliis  , 
will  not  do.  for  he  has  them  now,  and  an  indispcnsibic  !, 
of  his  creed  is  that  there  is  no  change  after  death — 'those 
sympathies  make  him  a  miserable  mortal,  and  (here  is  no  ^ 
change  after,  or  in  laying  off,  the  mortal. 

Extend  this  idea.  W'licii  a  tnan  is  fiiliy  imbued  with , 
the  results  of  this  popular  doctrine,  wliut  wotikl  he  not  I 
sacrifice  in  order  to.  save  the  poor  wretched  sitiner! — ! 
Itnprisoninetrt, stripes,  perseentions,  are  nothing.  Tliey  j 
arc  laboring,  and  pleading,  atid  groaning,  ninch  of  thc,i 
time,  to  throw  itp  some  barrier  against  the  fnlflliiicnt  of:, 
their  doctrine,  llicy  would  be  mangled  upon  the  rack,  i| 
or  burned  at  tht  stake,  for  the  sake  of  the  poor  sinner ! 
So  powerfully  i.s  their  moral  nature  affected  by  their  | 
doctrine.  Well,  there  is  no  change  after  death.  Of 
course  lliey  will  be  so  subjected  to  this  doctritic  after 
death,  as  to  be  ever  pittting  forth  their  efforts  in  behalf  H 
ofthe  snfiVring,  and  ready  to  be  burned  ni  tortured,  i 
for  the  sake  of  the  sinner.

If  it  can  involve  the  final  misery  | 
of  any  one  of  the  human  family,  it  will  involve  its  be-  j 
iiever  and  .advocate  in  endless  damnation.  There  is  as  || 
much  certainty  in  the  case  of  the  believer,  as  there  is  || 
possibility  iu  the  case  of  any  ether  person.  The  only  j! 
thing  which  c.'in  snvo  them  will  effeelnally  destroy  the  ,j 
w  hole  ground  work  of  American  orthodoxy.  If  the  be- 1{ 
Iiever  in  no  change  after  death,  be  consi.stent  with  trnih,  !i 
nothing  can  save  him  from  endless  suffering  and  sm.  '■ 
As  long  as  he  clings  to  this  doctrine,  let  him  abide  its 
cotvseq lienees.  His  only  chance  of  .•afety  lies  in  the  j' 
Hcriplnre  c  trine  of  change  after  death — s-iicli  a  change  j| 
jis  will  save  all,  if  it  .saves  one;  bec.inse  it  is  the  gift  of  i 
(iod  to  all — such  a  change  as  Christ  and  Paul  describe;  ' 
a  change  from  the  mortal  to  the  uimiortal,  from  the  enr-  ji 
nipt  to  the  incorrupt,  from  the  d:slmnoruhle  to  the  glo-j| 
rions,  from  the  earthy  to  the  heavenly,  so  that  ail  who  |j 
are  children  of  lh»  resurrection,  will  be  ns  the  niisels  of  jl 
Godin  heaven.
